POPE PIUS THE NOTH. 
The death of Pope Pius the IX, occurred 
et Rome yesterday afternoon at three 
o’clock. Oiovanna Marii Mastai Ferret!, 
tor that is his name, was the 257th Roman 
Pontiff, the 25G;h successor of Bt. Peter> 
and was burn rn Italy in May 13th, 1792, 
b.MDg nearly SO years old. He has had in 
many respects a remarkable career. He 
had seen the ups aud downs of life, but 
Fortune guided him in the way, and from 
one ecclesiastical position to another, he 
reached 
the 
highest 
known 
to 
the Catholic Church. 
It seems he was in­ 
tended for the army, but lo early life de­ 
termined to enter an ecclesiastical semina­ 
ry. He was a close student and a devout 
man, and gained the confidence of the Head 
of the Church. After his ordination he 
was sent by Pius VII on a mission to the 
government of Chili, in South America. 
The delicate duties of the mission were 
performed with so much wisdom and dis­ 
cretion, 
that on his return to Rome, 
he 
made 
successive 
advancement* 
until finally in 1S40 he was created Cardi­ 
nal Archbishop of Imola, a Romagna. The 
death of Pope Gregory XVI occurred on 
the first of June, ISIG, and on thelGtliof 
the same month, Cardinal Ferretti was 
’ elected to the Papacy. 
He immediately 
begun the inauguration of reforms in the 
Papal G overnm en t, and f.»r this won the 
esteem and confidence of the people. The 
f; Revolution of 1848 which swept oyer 
p* France like a whirlwind, “gave a much 
more powerful impulse to the enthusiasm 
not only of the Italian patriots, but of the 
friends of the liberal institutions all over 
Europe, awakened a demand, not for mere 
administrative reforms, but for popular 
systems of 
representative government 
These sweeping changes the Pope was not 
prepared to support, and from that moment 
his popularity began to decline.'’ 
The breach between the Popal govern­ 
ment and the people became wider anc 
wider; dissatisfaction ruled the people 
their indignation was alarmingly Increased 
When LhtVope appointed Count Rosji his 
Minister, who was a proud, bold, aristo­ 
cratic, 
and an unpopular mao. 
The 
fury 
of 
the 
people 
became 
to 
uncontrollable 
that 
Rossi 
was 
assassinated shortly after his appointment 
Discontent reigned on ail hands, and the 
Pope himself was compelled to flee from 
Rome in disguise. 
He weut to Gaeta, 
wanner he was fol owed by the Papal 
Court. In November of ISIS, while aa ex 
lie, he Issued an order declaring void all 
the acts of the Italian Government, but 
the document was treated with contempt. 
la 1849, in response to the appeal ol the 
Pope,a French expedition marched, upon 
Rome, captured the city. «*nd re-es abliehed 
the Papal government. His spiritual au­ 
thority had been maintained from that day 
to his death, bu; he was completely robbed 
of his temporal power, which lett Pius IX 
the “command of only the Vatican build­ 
ings and indignity against 
which he 
always chatta.” Among his more im­ 
portant spiritual measures which have ere* 
ated considerable discussion, are the Im­ 
maculate Conception of the Blessed Vir­ 
gin, the Infallibility of the Pope, and the 
re-establishment of the English, the Irish 
and the Scottish hierarchies.

WASHBUBN'S GIFT. 


THE WASHBURN MATTER. 
We publish today the full report of the 
Committee which have had charge of the 
consideration ol the acceptance by the 
tttate of the Washburn residence for a 
school tor girls. The Committee took time 
to thoroughly consider the subject before 
presenting their report to the Legislature. 
They did one thing in connection with the 
matter tor which they are entitled to much 
credit Before 
deciding 
what 
course 
to 
take, 
the 
Committee 
sought 
to 
ascertain 
whether 
or 
not there 
was a need for ao Industrial School for 
Girls, aside from the one in the city of 
Milwaukee. To accomplish this, the chair, 
man wrote to the seyeral police magistrates 
and police justices for information regard­ 
ing the number of girls under At teen years 
who had been brought before them during 
the past year charged with offences, and 
fifteen responded, and from their report it 
appears that only fourteen girls have been 
brought before such courts. 
Reasoning 
from these tacts, the Committee very wise­ 
ly, we think, decided that there does not 
exist a necessity for such an institution in 
this State, and therefore could do no more 
than recommend that the proposition of 
ex*Governor Washburn be declined. 
We 
Invite attention to the full report.

T b s F a ll R eport of Ute J o in t Commit* 
tee—Sn baton ita l R easons W ily Ute 
R esidence Sh on id Not Bo A ccepted- 
Some In terestin g F acts. 
The following is the fall report of the 
Committee to whom the question of the ac. 
ceptance by the Stale ot the Washburn 
residence for in Industrial School for Girls, 
was referred: 
The Joint Committee on Charitable and 
Penal Institutions to whom was referred 
the executiye message and accompanying 
proposition of Governor Washburn to do­ 
nate to the State his residence for the pur­ 
pose of an Industrial School for Girls, sim­ 
ilar to that at Waukesha for Boys, beg 
leave to 
report. 
That in accordance with your instructiors 
they have visited the property known as 
“Edgewood,” and under the guidance of 
its owner, Governor Washburn, carefully 
examined it. The property is situated 
about one mile west of the University and 
extends from the main road to the fifth 
take. It contains something over fifty 
acres of undulating land, about one-half of 
which is wooded and the remainder divid­ 
ed into meadow, lawn, orchard and garden. 
The garden slopes sharply to the lake, and 
is rich in grapes and small fruits. The 
buildings are of stone, aud the house cov 
ered with mastic. They are substantially 
built and of fine architectural proportions. 
The 
main 
part 
of 
the 
house is 
three stories high, each story 
being 
divided intc a hail and four large rooms. 
The kitchen, office and servants’ rooms arc 
in the rear and in keeping with the main 
building. The barn is large and commo­ 
dious. The prospect commands the three 
lakes, a wide extent of wooded hills and 
cultivated fields, the University buildings 
and the Capital city in the distance and 
forms a beautiful picture. 
The whole 
constitutes a fliting residence for a gentle­ 
man of refined tastes and ample means. If 
the properly was accepted by tne State 
upon the terms of the proposed grant, it 
would probably furnish accommodations 
tor forty pupils and their necessary teach­ 
er! and attendants. 
Your Committee were fully impressed 
with the beauty of the place, its fitness for 
the purpose for which it is offered to the 
State, aud- the liberality of the proposed 
gilt, so highly honorable to donor. 
But in the consideration of the question 
your Committee have felt themselves com­ 
pelled to regard the offer of Gov. Wash­ 
burn as a business proposition which should 
be well considered ; as its unconditional ac­ 
ceptance involves the whole question of 
the necessity for the establishment ot anoth­ 
er penal institution with its attendant 
burthen of taxation, its location and the 
principles upon which it should be gov­ 
erned. With a Tiew of obtaining as full in­ 
formation as possible in regard to the nec­ 
essity tor an institution of the kind pro­ 
posed, letters were addressed to the Chief 
Magistrates and Police Justices of all the 
cities in the State, and from replies receiv­ 
ed from fifteen of them it appears that only 
fourteen girls under fifteen years of age 
lave been brought before 
the courts 
charged with acts regarded as offenses by 
the laws regulating the Slate Industrial 
School for Boys; aud the almost unani­ 
mous opinion expressed by the respondents, 
who from their official position as guar­ 
dians of public morals and executors of tile 
aw, 
should 
best 
fit 
thens 
to 
udge, 
is “that no present 
necessity 
exists for such an institution in this State.” 


It also appears from the report of the 
Milwaukee Industrial School, which by 
the laws of 1875 was virtually made a penal 
institution for girls, that only six girls 
under sixteen years of age have been com­ 
mitted to it during the past year, from all 
toe courts of the State others than those of 
Milwaukee city. 
These facts and the opinions above quot­ 
ed of the police magistrates who have re­ 
sponded to the Committees’ letters so fully 
colocide with the opinion of your Commit­ 
tee, that they beg leave to report back 
the message aud accompanying letter of 
Gov. Washburn, with the recommendation 
that his excellency the Governor, be re­ 
quested to notify Governor Washburn that 
his offer is respectfully declined, and that 
all further consideration of the subject is 
indefinitely postponed.

BLAINE’S SPEECH. 
Washington, Feb. 7.—Mr. Blaine had a 
magnificent audience to-day for his speech 
on the silver question, which had been ex­ 
tensively advertised. An analysis of his 
Views is scarcely necessary, as printed 
slips of the speech were mailed yesterday 
to the principal papers of the country. 
Blaine’s position, in brief, Is this: He fa­ 
vors a double standard, the remonetization 
of silver with a dollar of 225 grains as an un* 
limited legal-tender. 
With such a dollar, 
all other questions, he thinks, will settle 
themselves. His position is substantially 
that assumed by Dr. Linderman. 
There 
were some points in the speech upon which 
Blaine can scarcely expect to escape criti­ 
cism. 
Blaine knows better than most 
American workingmen will know that the 
trade-dollar of 420 grains 19 not paid out to 
workingmen in China, who scarcely can 
earn a dollar in a week, and is used ’only 
for exchange between capitalists.

Experience—J 
Brakem an w bo I Was Equal to an 
Emergency. 
The following Intensely interesting ac­ 
count of what came near being a terrible 
accident on the Dunkirk. Warren aud 
Pittsburgh Railroad, is lr>>m (he James­ 
town (N. Y.,) Democrat, of Monday : 
Every one in any way cjnvereant with 
the construction of the Dunkirk, Warren 
and Pittsburg Rai’road knows bow rapid 
is the descent from Laona into Fredonia. 
The fact that the greatest care has always 
been observed in running trains over this 
particular part of the road i9 well known lo 
the engineers and brakemen, and they are 
very liable to bu “on deck” aud busy when 
they sir,ku this dangerous locality. 
Last 
Saturday evening, about l l o’clock, aa ac­ 
cident happened st the place we have 
above described which came very near 
ending in death and destruction. The 
night was intensely cold, and when the 
regular freight train pulled out ot Cassada- 
go all the brakemen but one were in the 
caboose warming up, preparatory to stand­ 
ing guard over the long train of twenty- 
nine cars when the 
heavy grade was 
reached. Just after leaving the station the 
train broke in two, the last five cars be­ 
ing lett behind, the balance with only one 
brakeman keeping on unaware of the ac­ 
cident. 
* 
The top of the Alii was reached and »the 
descent bugan. The engineer, finding him­ 
self impelled along at a terrible rate, re­ 
versed his engine, though ho says he ex­ 
pected to see the cylinder heads blown out, 
nis locomotive a wreck—and whistled for 
brakes. The cars were covered with ice 
and snow, and the solitary brakeman took 
his life in his hand when, in the darkness, 
and the train thundering along at rate ot 
about a mile a minute down a grade that 
increased the speed every second, he 
sprang from one car to another and set 
every brake on the whole twenty-three 
cars.. The run from the top of the hill to 
Fredonia was made in an Incredibly short 
space of time, and by the bravery of the 
brakeman, the quick discovery of the im­ 
pending danger by the engineer, and the 
good work ot the locomotive and every 
brake, the train was kept from a plunge 
into the Dunkirk depot aud total annihila­ 
tion. The distress and anxiety cl the con­ 
ductor and brakeman in the caboose as to 
the whereabouts of their charge aud friends 
was very great, until a dispatch from Fre­ 
donia finally relieved all fears, and that 
which ill-luck had severed for a while 
ingenuity soon brought together again. 


EARTH TO EARTH. 


Pope P iu s ,a fte r u h E re u t f u l l L ife o f E iy h - 
tif-fire Years, L its Down to E te rn a l R est, 
Rome, Feb. 7, 1878.—After a life of 85 
years, and a pontificate of thirty*two years, 
anda self imposed imprisonment of eight 
years, after a carter of early triumphs and 
deleat, of joy and tribulation, of resignedly 
borne bodily sufferings, Pope Pius IX. lied 
down to eternal rest to-day. 
Rome, with 
her tears for Biog Victor Emanuel scarce­ 
ly dried, the garb of royal mourning just 
laid by, is called upon to weep afresh 
over 
the death of an aged priest and 
king, whose benign sway was acknowl­ 
edged by nigh 200,000,000 souls over the 
wide world. 
There is deep excitement 
among the changeful people of the ancient 
City of the Seven Hills. 
The officials of 
Humbert I move solemnly about the city. 
There is an atmosphere of gloom about the 
Quirinal Palace, whence so often in the 
olden days the Pope now dead had blessed 
the Roman?, and where now the princes ot 
the house of Piedmont have their abode. 
The 
churches 
are 
thronged 
by 
votaries, aud tears are falling from many 
eyes, and prayers are rising from many 
lips. Along the corso and rotunda the 
loungers gather in kaots and chat and asks 
details, in the neighbor of the Vanman 
and the great Basilica of St. Peter anxious 
crowds are questioning every body with 
tde least appearance ot possessing inform­ 
ation. So oiten has told that some are in­ 
credulous still. The police and municipal 
guard prevent too close aa approach to the 
Vatican. But the story is true. 
Death 
has come at last to relieve the aged pontiff 
from his sufferings.

head of the btairs.around the corner, into 
the corridor, and in its headlong course 
overset me and both of us came to the floor. 
In my assailant I recognized the Governor, 
who had slipped out of his room to nog 
the bell tor his accustomed gin cock-tail, 
and was surprised by a couple of girls who 
bad come up the stuirs while he was turn­ 
ing his back to them to ring that bull!

SOLD FOR DEBT, 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 7—To-day the 
property ot the Milwaukee Iron-works was 
sold by order of the United States Court 
for the benefit of the first and second mort­ 
gage bondholders.

A COLORED CADET. 


Ile Cannot stand the Persecution of 
HI* W hite F ellow s at Wast Point. 
From the New York Times. 
Colored Cadet Mannie, who last year 
passed the competitive examination for the 
West Point cadetship offered by Congrers 
man Muller, of the fifth district, has re­ 
turned to the city, having failed to pass 
the January examination tor advancement. 
He said yesterday that he felt confident that 
he could have passed in mathematics, the 
study in which he failed, had he made any 
effort to prepare himself for the examina­ 
tion. He had neglected the study, howev 
er, being I airly discouraged with the unin­ 
viting prospect before bim if he remained 
at the academy. 
He would have resigned 
long ago, had not his tellow-students of 
bis own race prevailed upon him at the 
time to abandon his resolution to leave. 
The treatment to which colored students 
were subjected, be said, was enough to 
sicken the heart and drown the ambition 
of any one whose feelings were at all sen 
sitlve. Of the three hundred white cadets 
in the institution there were only three or 
four who would speak to a colored student, 
outside of official communication. The 
others never opened their lips to one, ex­ 
cept to curse or revile him. Even when 
the few to whom he alluded as being wili­ 
ng to address a colored student were seen 
by their fellows in conversation with a col­ 
ored cadet, they were remonstrated with, 
and every pnelution taken to prevent 
their repeating the offense. The only re­ 
lief from this social persecution was the 
c moderate aud gentlemanly treatment of 
the proiessors and officers, who, Minnie 
said, allowed no distinction of race or col­ 
or to alter their bearing towards any 
student. 
But 
notwithstanding 
that 
teachers and officers were thus in van. 
ably kind to him, he could not bear the 
grievous annoyances that surrounded him 
on all sides, and so, while he ostensibly 
yielded to the importunities of his friends 
to abandon bis resolution to resign, be 
nevertheless made up his mind to let his 
cadetship go by default. In speaking of 
bis luture intentions young Minnie was 
more hopeful. He had been to see Presi­ 
dent W eb b . of the City College, on several 
occasions since bis return from the acad* 
emy to ascertain if he could not join the 
class of which he would now have been a 
member had he not happened to be success­ 
ful in competing for a cadetship, Ha had 
passed the examination for admission last 
year, but President Webb, while express­ 
ing his willingness to admit him at the 
present time, had told him that it might 
be better for bim to wait until fall, aa he 
could then start fresh with a new class and 
not have to undertake the task of catching 
up with the present class. President Webb 
had told him, however, that if he thought 
he could catch up, he might go to the col­ 
lege to-day and books would be issued to 
him. He had not yet, he said, quite made 
up his mind whether to begin now or to 
wait until fall, as Mr. Webb had suggested 
He felt sure, however, that when he did en 
ter the collage he would not enter to be 
subjected to the same unjust and unkinc 
treatment he had experienced at West 
Point. His studies there, he said, would 
be preliminary to a study of law, bs feeing 
anxious to become a lawyer ultimately i: 
he could. lo concluding his story Minnie 
inquired anxiously as to the health of Sen 
ator Morrissey, who, it is said, had, al­ 
though a perfect stranger, most generously 
furnished him money with which to pro­ 
cure a cadet outfit.

A FOWL MONSTROSITY, 


TM* HawM o f a S h eep o n (h e B o d y o f a 
C o ch in C h in a C h ic k e n . 
An lnterestin£ instance of a strange mal* 
formation in the head of a fowl, says the 
Scientific American,(has been exhibited 
alive at the New York Aquarium, and as 
Prof. Fr. Stengel, of Columbia allege, 
vouches for its authenticity, it may be pre 
Burned to be a genuine specimen. The or­ 
dinary beak of a bird is absent, and the 
note and lips of an animal are folly devel­ 
oped. 
The nose appears to be formed by 
An extension of the comb, which at the 
point of junction sa Jdenly changes from a 
bright red to a pale fleshiike color ; the 
Ups, which are large and protruding, hav­ 
ing the same hue. 
Both lips and nose are 
formed of a smooth surface, the nostrds 
being very similar to those observed in 
many species of monkeys. 
The tongue is also modified in form, 
rounded at tne point, and haying unusual 
power of lateral motion. With the excep­ 
tions named, the general appearance of the 
specimen is normal, and indicative of its be­ 
ing of the Cochin China breed. 
We have 
doubtless bere an interesting specimen of 
one of those strongly marked and abrupt 
deviations of structure which occasionally 
occur without any apparent cause. Such 
CMes are rare with birds lo astate of 
nature, but happen with greater frequency 
withMioee who have become domesticated. 
This monstrosity probably arose from an 
arrest ct development rather than arrest of 
growth, and is doubtless capable of being 
transmitted. Breeders take advantage of 
such freaks of nature to produce what is 
called a variety. Speaking generally, it is 
conceded that changed conditions and ex­ 
ternal influences psoduce variation from 
type, and considerable effect upon organ­ 
ism of all kinds. 
There are, however, instances in which 
decided variation arises without any ap­ 
parent exciting cause, and Darwin, with 
hts usual caution “provitonally” calls it 
^spontaneoushe attributes such varia­ 
tions, whether consisting of slight Individ­ 
ual differences or of more strongly marked 
deviations of structure, as depending much 
more on the constitution of the organism 
than on the nature ot the conditione to 
which it has been subjected.

ta manufacturers. This article which is 
used more than acy other by dishonest 
manufacturers was first used some fifteen 
or twenty years ago, but never extexsive- 
ly in tb s country until during the late war, 
when cream of lartas, bi carbonate of soda, 
pepper, aud such articles were thoroughly 
mixed with ll to make .them cheaper aud 
more profitable. 
Tarra alba was then 
worth 7*2 mills per poucd, but the demand 
has since do Increased that that price is 
now doubled.” 
“What is terra alba ?” questioned the re­ 
porter. 
“.Nothing more than common dirt. 
In 
color it resembles flour or ground chalk. 
Pulverized granite is not any more inju­ 
rious if eaten than it is. It 19 very easy to 
detect terra alba in candy. Whenever can­ 
dles are adulterated with it, a piece of the 
candy placed in the mouth and allowed to 
slowly melt will leave a deposit of a thick, 
tasteless substance, without sweetness or 
flavor. The cheap chocolate cream of which 
children are so load are made of terra aloa 
and glycerine mixed together, the glycer­ 
ine keeping the earth soft and pasty, mak­ 
ing it adhere; the balls are dipped in tallow 
and chocolate, so much grease being used 
that one pound of chocolate will go as far 
as six if properly used. 
STARTLING 
as It may seem, over one ton of terra alba 
is used in this city every day for adultera­ 
ting candies. Gum drops, instead of bt log 
made of gum arabic, which costs about 
twenty cents per pound, are manufactured 
of cheap glue, sometimes actually filthy. 
One prominent manufacturer told me the 
other day that he “was forced to adulterate 
candies in order to compete with others In 
the trade.” To such a degree of ingenuity 
have candy makers arrived, that some of 
their wares are put upon the market with 
only a slight proportion of sugar and with 
the coloring and flavoring of so cheap 
quality that their candies may be bought 
at the same price per pound as the raw su­ 
gar. 
Thanking the gentleman for his informa­ 
tion, the Post representative proceeded to 
the office of a prominent physician of tnis 
city. The doctor, in answer to a question 
of the reporter, said he bad seen several 
cases of candy poisoning, but the symp­ 
toms, bead ache, pains in the bowels, and 
vomiting were the same as in poisoning by 
other means, and there was no way to dis­ 
tinguish it from any other Jtind of poison­ 
ing. The doctor said he had read of the 
POISONING OF THE DAVIS CHILDREN 
which resulted in the death of the young­ 
est, and had no doubt, from the symptoms, 
that it was a genuine case of poisoning. 
“What are the diseases produced by eat­ 
ing white earth or terra alba?” asked the 
reporter. 
“The worst effects are the terrible dis­ 
eases of stoue and gravel, which is cius d 
by the introduction of earth into the e x ­ 
tern, and the cause of the large increas of 
patients suffering from those terrible dis­ 
eases is attributed by high medical author­ 
ity to this ingredient. 
The article about 
the Davis chiidreo, caused me to analyse 
some candy which I had purchased at a 
store on Poplar street, and I found that 
flftv-flve per cent of it was terra alba. 
The col •nogs of cheap caudles are fully as 
injurious as terra alba. Instead of cocbi- 
mal, which should alone be used unprincu 
paled manufacturers substitutejfuchflae a 
powerful poisonous color. The argument 
that the substances -named are used in 
quantities so small that poisoning can not 
result from eating adulterated candies baa 
no foundation, aa some of the poisons used 
are camultaive, that is, they accumulate in 
the system; no matter how small the 
quantity eaten at a time, each addition re­ 
mains, the constantly growing mass work­ 
ing slowly and silently, producing even 
more deadly effects than if large doses were 
accidently taken, whose result may be 
neutralized or affected by antidotes.” 


A DISTINGTIWED PHYSICIAN 
lately made a statement at an annual meet­ 
ing of a medical society of which he was 
a member, that “there was no doubt but 
what hundreds of children are slain every 
year by cheap candies, without the real 
cause of their deaths being known.” Mes­ 
sieurs Felt and Ritter, two celebrated 
French chemists, in a paper recently read 
before the academy of science on the sub­ 
ject of “Poisonous Colorings in Confec­ 
tionery,” said; “in experimenting with 
fuchslne we found that only one half 
gramme in solution taken on an empty 
stomach, causes a deep redness of the ears, 
intense itching of the mouth, and swelling 
ot the gums, and when this dose was re­ 
peated daily for a week, diarrhea and u> 
tummurria were develop* I, and when a 
like amonnt was injected into the veins of 
a dog, or Its stomach, albumen invariably 
made its appearance in the urine, and the 
symptoms were found to be due to a pecu­ 
liar degeneration of the cortical substance 
of the kidneys.”

Ta J--I'ayers E ads and F igures Cotucrn-

The report of the State Board of Chari­ 
ties and Reform just Issued contains some 
facts and figures of local Interest concern­ 
ing Rock county. There are now 169 
school houses in the county. Of the dis­ 
trict clerks Go reported concerning the 
number of children mentally incapacitated 
from receiving instruction in the public 
schools, showing the number to be eight* 
of whom four were cases of cmgeuitai 
idiocy, one of mental weaknett from di­ 
sease or accident, and three from mental 
weakness the cause of wliich was not re­ 
ported. There were two blind, and one 
deaf child reported. There has been ap­ 
propriated to the Institution for the Bind 
from its foundation up to 1873, f 681,473 of 
which $316/295 was for current expenses 
and the bilmce for permanent improve­ 
ments. The report farther says: “In the 
Institutions for the Blind aud the Deaf 
and 
Dumb 
the 
expenses 
have 
been 
kept 
Well 
within 
the 
appropriations up to this time, and we 
hope may show balances lo favor of the 
schools at the end of the fiscal year. The 
suggestion ol the Board 
In regard to the 
propriety of requiring more household 
work from the scholars has been followed 
apparently with good results/’ It also al­ 
ludes quite complimentarily to the fecono- 
my shown. 
la regard to the countyjjaiijthe Board 
makes the following report: 
“This jail was visited three times during 
the year 1877, by members and the Secre­ 
tary of the Board, but detailed note) were 
H it taken, or have not been received at 
this office. The management appears to 
be very satisfactory, but the jail Itself had 
objectionable features, which have been 
alluded to in previous reports of this 
Board. The build mg is ot brick, with 
stone floors, and the latter, being very near 
the level of tho neighboring river, are cold 
and damp. The cells have iron grated 
doors, covered at night by thick wooden 
ones. Women are placed In an upper 
room, with large and well ventilated cells.”

House

Mr. 
Tilton, onj of the R lard, who resides here 
has been so long and so seriously ill as to 
prevent him from getting the necessary 
data, and making a formal report.

The county is well represented, numer­ 
ically speaking, at least, rn all of the State 
institutions. In the State Prison at Wau­ 
pun there were received during the year 
ending September, 1877, a total of 17, tour 
more than from any other county in the 
State, Dane coming second with 13 repre­ 
sentatives. Among the prisoners remain. 
lag in the penitentiary Sept. I, 1377, Dane 
had one the rn jai, this county coming 
second, there being 22 from here.] 
In the Reform School there are 8 boys 
from this county, the county blinding fifth
